Ho w It Came to Be Placed Under the 
Trea eury Department. 
The United States revenue cutter 
service is a military arm of the govern­ 
ment attached to and under the direc- 
tion of the treasury department. 
The 
service was organized in 179 0 and con­ 
stituted the original naval force of the 
country . 
There was at that time no 
navy department, and the service was 
placed under the treasury department, 
where it has remained ever since. 
It is charged with the enforcement of 
the navigation and customs laws of the 
United States, the assistance of vessels 
In distress, the protection of the seal­ 
ing industry in Alaska, the enforce­ 
ment of the quarantine laws, the de­ 
struction of derelicts and other floating 
dangers to navigation and numerous 
other duties appropriate to its class of 
v essels. Each winter, b y direction of 
the president, a numb er of the cutters 
patrol the coast for the special purpose 
of assisting vessels In distress. 
The service co-operates with the navy 
y hen directed b y , the president and 


has so co-operated in every war in 
which the United States has b een en­ 
gaged. It is sometimes called the reve­ 
nue marine service, b ut revenue cutter 
service is the proper name. There are 
forty -three cutters in the service, and 
they carry from one to five or six guns 
each.—Philadelphia Press.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 


Hew It Came ta Bs Plaosd Under the 
Treasury Dapartmant. 
The United States revenue cutter 
service is a military arm of the govern, 
meat attached to and under tbe direct 
Uon of the treasury department. Tbe 
service was organised in 1790 and con­ 
stituted tbe original naval force of tbe 
country. 
There was at that time no 
navy department, and tbe service was 
placed under tbe treasury department, 
where it bas remained ever since. 
It is charged with the enforcement of 
tbe navigation and customs laws of tbe 
United States, tbe assistance of vessels 
In distress, tbe protection of tbe seal­ 
ing Industry in Alaska, the enforce­ 
ment of the quarantine laws, the de­ 
struction of derelicts and other floating 
dangers to navigation and numerous 
other duties appropriate to its class of 
▼easels. 
Each winter, by direction of 
tbe president, a number of tbe cutters 
patrol the coost for tbe special purpose 
of assisting vessels in distress. 
The service co-operates with tbe navy 
y hSD directed by. the president and 


bas so co-operated In every war in 
wbich the United States bas been en­ 
gaged. It la sometimes called tbe reve­ 
nue marine service, but revenue cutter 
service Is the proper name. There are 
forty-three cutters In tbe service, and 
they carry from one to five or six guns 
each.—Philadelphia Press.

itself ap p arent. Use it to mend corsets 
and p ut it over the ends of p rotruding 
steels and bones. A strip around a jel­ 
ly glass cover will make it airtight. 
Tiny strip s p ut under the bottom of a 
rattan chajr will save a rep air bill. 
Put a strip into the backs of children’s 
overshoes and they may then be p ut 
on without trouble and without a shoe 
horn, which sometimes tears the rub­ 
ber.

Many of the diseases which affect 
poultry

part of the birds may be prevented 
and cured lf proper m easures ara 
taken in time. 
The fowls also may 
be infested by various kinds of para­ 
sites, some of which live on the sur­ 
face of the body and others in the 
crop, stomach, or intestines. 
These 
parasites are injurious because they 
I take a part of the nourishm ent which 
should be used by the bird to put on 
flesh or to produce eggs, says the 
U nited States departm ent of agricul­ 
ture's Farm ers' Bulletin 530. 
The contagious diseases which aro 
caused by animal and vegetable germs, 
and the weakness and lot s of fie: Ii 
caused by tho larger parasites, ar" 
the m ost im portant conditions which i 
the poultrym an has to consider in 
the endeavor to keep his birds In a 
healthy condition. 
These germs and 
parasites should be kept out of the 
flock by suitable preventive tnt a z ­ 
ures, because disease may be avoided 
in this way much more easily and 
cheaply than it can be cured. 
The 
aim in studying the diseases of birds 
is, therefore, to learn how to prevent 
such diseases rath er than how to cure 
them. 
There are some cases in which m ed­ 
icines may be advantageously given 
c r applied to fowls, but as a rule when 


fectants are m ost easily applied to the 
walls and ceilings with a spray pump 
or brush. 
As It Is difficult to keep 
them from coming into contact with 
th e face and hands, the more harm ­ 
less of these m ixtures should gen­ 
erally be used. 
Ordinary limewash 
m ade from freshly slaked lime is ex­ 
cellent and its properties are well 
known to all. 
In the case of an ac­ 
tual outbreak of virulent disease, It 
la well to add to the limewash six 
ounces of crude carbolic acid to each 
gallon, to increase its activity aa a 
disinfectant. 
The kerosene emulsion which is 
frequently used to destroy lice and 
m ites may readily be converted into 
a disinfectant. To make the emulsion 
shave half a pound of hard laundry 
soap into half a gallon of soft w ater 
and boil the m ixture until all of the 
soap is dissolved, then remove It to 
a safe distance from the fire and 
stir into it, at once, while still hot, 
tw o gallons of kerosene oil. 
This 
m akes a thick, cream y emulsion, or 
stock mixture. 
W hen it is to be 
used for killing lice in the house one i 
p art of this emulsion is mixed with 
ten parts of water. 
When it is to be 
used as a disinfectant add one quart 
of emulsion to ten quarts of w ater 
and stir well; then add one pint of 
crude carbolic acid or crud# cresol, 
and again stir until all is well mixed.

houses, worked into all the cracks and 
crevices, spread over the celling and 
the floor, the roosts, dropping boards, 
and nest boxes.

Cholera and Cholera-Like Diseases. 
There are several diseases which 
have been investigated and described 
as different because the bacteria which 
cause them differ in some of their 
characteristics. 
The sym ptoms and 
th e changes which are seen after 
death are so nearly identical that it 
in only by studying the bacteria th at 
any one of these diseases can be dis­ 
tinguished from the others. The treat­ 
m ent applicable to one is equally ap­ 
plicable to the others. 
Treatm ent. 
Tho best method of treatm ent is to 
kill the sick fowl in such a way aa 
not to spread the infection with their 
blood, burn or deeply bury their bod­ 
ies, and separate the rem aining birds + 
into small lots of three to five each, ▼ 
so that v. hen a bird Is attacked th ere I 
will not be more than this num ber J 
exposed to it. 
Then watch each lot + 
so a* to remove any sick bird as soon f 
as symptoms appear 
D isinfectants J 
should be used in the houses and J 
yards 
where the disease 
first ap- ♦ 
poured, and also in the small pens in I 
which the separate birds are kept.

Roup or Contagious C atarrh. 
The disease called "roup" by poul* 
trym en is a contagious catarrh, close­ 
ly 
resembling the 
more m alignant 
form s of influenza in the larger ani­ 
m als and in man. 
It attacks princi­ 
pally the m em brane lining the eye, 
th e sacs below the eye (infra-orbital 
sinuses), the nostrils, the larynx, and 
the trachea. It is attended with high 
fever and is very contagious. 
Treatment. 
The medical treatm ent of this dis­ 
ease may be very successful lf ap­ 
plied. 
The sick birds should be re­ 
moved from the flock and put in a 
warm, dry, and well-ventilated room 
which is free from drafts of air. The 
affected mucous 
m em branes should 
then be treated by applying antiseptic 
and healing m ixtures. The best m eth­ 
od is to use a good spraying apparat­ 
us; but, lacking this, a sm all syringe, 
an oil can, or even a medicine dropper 
can be made to answ er the purpose. 
It has been recom mended th at th e 
bird's head be plunged Into a basin 
or bowl of the m ixture and held there 
a few seconds, bat not long enough to 
cause suffocation.

A new form of paper ballot will be used for state and local offices at 


the election of November, 1914. This ballot is a very difficult affair to 
vote. 
In addition there will be another ballot for voting for eighteen Dek 
egates to the Constitutional Convention. Still further, there will be another 
ballot for voting on some questions. 
» 


The Legislature has provided by the new law, that where paper ballots 
are used, the districts must be made much smaller, as the voting will be 


very slow. 
Even then, there is likely to be great trouble and confusion, at 
a glance at the new ballot will at once show. 


In addition to this trouble to the voters there will be a large added 
expense to the taxpayers. 


But by installing Voting Machines there will be no trouble in handling 


the vote under the present districts, as an examination of the machine now 
on exhibition will show. 
All three ballots will be voted on the machine.

HOW THE HOUSEWIFE CAN 
SAVE H ER SELF

It is a trying task to cut 
gowns or sk irts of crepe de 
chine, silk muslin, soft silk s or 
any material which has a ten­ 
dency to draw or slip on the ta­ 
ble, and If you would greatly 
obviate the difficulty of cutting 
such goods, first cover the table 
with a felt or heavy cloth. 
In renovatiug feather pillows 
first open one corner of the tick ­ 
ing and pour boiling water In. 
This renders the feathers a k ind 
of pulpy wet mass, which can 
be easily handled. 
Have ready 
some soapy w ater and tak e the 
feathers 
out 
and 
thoroughly 
wash them in this, uolng more 
soap if necessary. 
Then thor­ 
oughly rinse them in several wa­ 
ters and put back into the wash­ 
ed cover and hang it out in the 
hot sun. 
With a long, clean stick you 
can 
turn 
them 
occasionally 
through the opened corner. 
As 
the sun’s heat dries the feath­ 
ers they will swell to fill the 
cover and be wonderfully light 
and fluffy and perfectly clean 
without being scattered at all, 
which invariably happens when 
they are handled dry. 
A neat and very satisfactory 
way to k eep patterns is to file 
them away in a twenty-five cent 
letter file. 
K ept this way (flat) 
they are not found rolled or torn 
when the housewife needs them, 
and they are very easily found 
if the patterns of one class are 
filed away together. 
Some housek eepers aver that 
if a room is filled with smok e it 
can be easily cleared by wav­ 
ing above one’s head a towel 
that has been dashed in hot wa­ 
ter and vinegar and then wrung 
out. Used in a fanning fashion, 
It is said to accomplish the work 
in a few minutes. 
Only a little

vinegar in a small quantity of *• 
water is required for the wet- 
ting of the towel.

How

Circumvont 
Troublesome 
Dampness. 
There aye to be had in the shops 
small glass salt shak ers that are fitted 
with glass perforated tops that screw 
into position. These are especially use­ 
ful in the damp days that always come 
in the spring after the furnace fires 
are first discontinued, for it is then 
that salt becomes moist and stick y. | 
As the salt collects the moisture in the 
air It causes the silver top of the salt 
shak er to oxidize. 
Every housek eeper 
k nows that It Is a physical impossibil­ 
ity to k eep silver topped salt shak ers 
bright In damp weather, and this is the 
reason. 
The little glass topped shak ­ 
ers obviate this trouble and are a time 
taring introduction. 
' 
There are many ways of k eeping salt 
from stick ing in damp weather. 
One 
way is to mix the salt with cornstarch 
or flour; but, of course, this weak ens 
the saline quality of the substance in 
the salt dish. 
A better way is to put 
half a dozen k ernels of rice in the salt 
in each shak er. 
This rice absorbs, to 
some extent, the moisture and so k eeps 
the salt moderately dry. 
It is hardly 
expedient to use k ernels of rice in 
open salt dishes, and in these flour or 
cornstarch is the best thing. 
It is a 
good plan to k eep salt dishes of all 
descriptions in a warm, dry place be­ 
tween meals. 
This will do much to 
k eep them from collecting dampness. 
The salt should be changed whenever 
it seems stick y. 
It can be dried and 
used in cook ing. 
Cheesecloth bags filled with charcoal, 
which collects moisture, should be hung 
about in damp places. 
The charcoal 
can be dried in the oven from time to 
time to k eep it In good condition. 
Charcoal can be k ept in boxes or jars 
of cereals to collect moisture and k eep 
them dry. 
Keep wafers and crack ers and other 
things that easily become soggy where 
it is warm. 
If there is a coal fire In 
the k itchen the shelf over the k itehep 
stove is a good place to k eep things 
that should be crisp and dry. 
In a 
k itchen that has a gas stove only they 
can be dried out occasionally in the 
oven.

The little gloss topped shak­ 
ers obviate this trouble and are a time 
sering Introduction.

There ere many ways of keeping salt 
from sticking in damp weather.

way is to mix the sstt with cornstarch 
or dour; but, of course, this weakens 
the saline quality of the substance in 
the aalt dish. A better way is to put 
half a dozen kernels of rice in the salt 
in each shaker.

some extent, the moisture and so keeps 
the salt moderately dry.
